Nixon abandons welfare reform

President Nixon today abandoned at 
least temporarily his search for 
major 
reform 
of 
the 
nation’s 
welfare system because he said “the 
legislative 
outlook 
seems 
to 
preclude passage.’’ 
In the fourth of a series of State of 
the Union messages to Cohgress, 
Nixon renewed a pledge to propose a 
national health insurance plan and 
to recommend property tax relief 


for the elderly. But he did not spell 
out details of either plan. 
“I am irrevocably committed as 
Presidents before me have been and 
as I know each member of Congress 
is, to fulfilling the American dream 
for all Americans,” Nixon said. 
Nixon’s statement on welfare was 
the first clear indication he has 
given since taking office for his 
second term that the administration 
was calling off his plan for aid to 


working 
poor 
families 
and 
a 
guaranteed annual income for the 
poor. It has failed twice to gain 
approval by Congress. 
“Since 
the legislative outlook 
seems to preclude passage of an 
overall structural reform bill in the 
immediate future, I have directed 
that vigorous steps be taken to 
strengthen 
the 
management 
of 
AFDC 
(Aid 
to 
Families 
with 
Dependent 
Children) 
through 


adm inistrative 
m easures 
and 
legislative proposals,” he said. 
Although the message did not spell 
out the administrative reforms, 
Nixon’s proposed budget for fiscal 
1974 calls for a tightening of state 
and local management of welfare 
aid to eliminate over payments to 
recipients and to reduce payments 
to ineligible persons. 
Repeating a theme he has stressed 
from the time he first took office. 


Nixon said: 
‘‘One thing is certain: the welfare 
mess 
cannot 
be 
permitted 
to 
continue. 
“ A system which penalizes a 
person for going to work and 
rewards a person for going on 
welfare is totally alien to the 
American tradition of self-reliance, 
and self-respect.” 
On 
the 
subject 
of 
health 
insurance, Nixon said, “The major 


goal of this administration has been 
to develop an insurance system 
which 
can 
guarantee 
adequate 


financing of health care for everv 
American family. ” 


The 92nd Congress failed to act on 
a proposal to increase the private 
health insurance coverage of the 


nation's workers and to provide 
more insurance for needy families. 
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Communists 
change minds, 
to free POWs

Communists announced tonight they 
planned 
to 
release 
142 
more 
prisoners of war in Hanoi within the 
next 48 hours. 
Because of the 
lateness of the announcement, the 
actual release probably will take 
place Sunday (Saturday night EST), 
a spokesman said. 
Lt. Col. Bui Tin, spokesman for 
the North Vietnamese delegation, 
said all but six were Americans. 
They include 106 Americans held in 
Hanoi, mostly fliers, and 26 U.S. 
soldiers, four U.S. civilians, two 
Thais, two West German civilians 
and two Filipinos held by the Viet 
Cong. 
The last group freed by the Viet 
Cong was released in a jungled area 
60 miles north of Saigon. There was 
no explanation why the Viet Cong 
prisoners had been taken to the 
North Vietnamese capital, but there 
had been delays and confusion over 
the release in South Vietnam. 
Tin said a list of the prisoners’ 
names was turned 
*o U S 
officials in Saigon about 8 p.m. (7 
a.m. 
EST) following a lengthy 
meeting 
of 
the 
Joint 
Military 
Commission’s 
subcommission on 
captured persons. 
In 
Washington, 
The 
Defense 
Department said it had received a 
list of 106 names of POWs to be 
freed 
by 
North 
Vietnam 
and 
immediately started notifying next 
of kin. 
Officials said they had not yet 
received a list of prisoners to be 
released by the Viet Cong. 
“In principle, we are to release 
prisoners within 48 hours after we 
deliver the list,” he said, “but it was 
8 or 9 o’clock tonight before we 
delivered the list, so that would 
make the release at night, which 
would be very inconvenient.” He 
said the release therefore probably 
would take place Sunday morning. 
The Communists acted after the 
United States demanded they stop 
stalling and after President Nixon 
instructed 
Secretary 
of 
State 
William P. Rogers in Paris to put 
the POW issue ahead of the 13-party 
conference 
called 
to 
guarantee 
peace in Vietnam. 
The Communist pledge broke a 
two-day deadlock that threatened to 
scuttle 
the 
Vietnam 
cease-fire 
agreement. The United States had 
halted its troop withdrawal from 
Vietnam 
and 
pulled 
out 
the 
minesweepers sent in to clear mines 
from the harbor at Haiphong.

PINE RIDGE, S.D. (UPI) - 
Federal 
authorities 
appeared 
hopeful negotiations with militant 
Indians today would lead to the 
release of the 11 hostages held by 
about 300 Indians in the besieged 
hamlet of Wounded Knee. 
“The 
negotiations 
with 
the 
American Indian leaders appear 
optimistic,” an FBI spokesman said 
late Wednesday night. He did not 
elaborate. 
The 
militants 
stormed 
the 
Wounded Knee Trading Post 14 
miles from here late Tuesday night, 
taking artifacts, arms, ammunition 
and hostages, including the Clive 
Gildersleve family which operated 
the post. 
“Either negotiate with us for 


meaningful results, positive results, 
or you’re going to have to kill us, and 


here at Wounded Knee is where it’s 
going to have to happen,” American 
Indian Movement leader Russell 


Means said Wednesday night in a 
telephone interview with CBS News. 


The Indians demanded that the

Fo re ign 
R e la t io n s 
Committee hold hearings on Indian 


treaties, that the Senate make a 
“ fullscale 
investigation” 
of 
government treatment of Indians 
and that Democratic South Dakota 


Sen. James Abourezk launch an 
inquiry into “all Sioux reservations 
in South Dakota.”

Crash kills officials 


WARSAW (UPI) — A Polish military plane carrying 
the interior ministers of Poland and Czechoslovakia 
crashed near the East German border Wednesday night, 
killing them and everyone else on board, officials said 
today. 
A spokesman for Goleniow Airport at the city of 
Szczecin said the plane, a twin-engine Soviet-built 
Anatov 24 crashed about four miles from the airfield 
while trying to land. 
The official news agency PAP said Wieslaw Ociepka, 
51, the Polish interior minister, and Rado Kraske, his 
Czechoslovak counterpart, were killed. 


Crisis resolved, peace 
agreement initialed 


PARIS (UPI) — World powers 
today initialed an agreement that 
was written to guarantee a lasting 
peace in Vietnam, American and 
Vietnamese spokesmen said. 
A crisis provoked when Hanoi 
halted the release of American 
prisoners of war had threatened 
collapse of the conference but the 
crisis was resolved Wednesday and 
a 
compromise 
agreement 
was 
worked out by a subcomittee. 
Today, the foreign ministers of 
the United States, Soviet Union, 
China, North and South Vietnam and 
the Viet Cong and other interested 
nations arrived at the conference 
site beaming with good will and 
quickly initialed the agreement. 
The document which is to be 
signed formally on Friday provides 
guarantees supported by the United 
States, Russia and China to prevent 
any new conflagration erupting in 
Vietnam. 
“Things are good, things are 


good,” said Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers as he walked 
smiling broadly into the conference 
room, ending a boycott of the talks 
until he straightened out the POW 
issue with the North Vietnamese. 
Canadian Minister of External 
Affairs Mitchell W. Sharp said “the 
document 
was initialed without 
amendments.” 


Conference officials said it will be 
formally signed Friday at 11 a.m. (5 
a.m. EST) by the foreign ministers 
of 11 nations and the Viet Cong. 
U.N. 
Secretary General 
Kurt 
Waldheim 
did 
not 
initial 
the 
agreement since that would commit 
the 
entire 
United 
Nations 
membership to preserve the peace 
in Vietnam, but it was initialed and 
will be signed in his presence. 
The session lasted one hour. 
Ministers then left the conference 
room to return to their hotels. 
Signing the guarantee document 


will be the four exbelligerents — the 
United States, North and South 
Vietnam 
and 
the 
Viet 
Cong; 
permanent members of the U.N. 
Security Council — the Soviet Union, 
China, Britain and France; and the 
four 
ICCS 
members— 
Canada, 
Hungary, Poland and Indonesia. 
The 
a im 
is 
to 
provide 
international 
guarantees 
for 
a 
lasting peace in Vietnam. 


In the final agreement, as outlined 
oy Communist Vietnamese sources, 
the Communists compromised by 
giving up demands on procedures 
for reporting cease-fire violations. 


The Americans apparently got 
w hat 
t h e y 
c a m e 
f o r —an 
international commitment to peace 
which removes the sole Southeast 
Asian burden from U.S. shoulders.

OCEAN Park entrance 


Cachuma 
may fill 
tomorrow 


Lake Cachuma is expected to fill 
to its 205,000 acre feet capacity 
sometime tomorrow, but a Bureau 
of Reclamation official said the 
inflow may not be enough to spill 
over the gates. 
The difference between spilling or 
not spilling was dependent on the 
intensity of any new storm front, 
according to Andy Johnson, bureau 
official at the Dam site. Storage in 
the 
reservoir 
is 
expressed 
in 
elevation above sea level rather 
than in acre feet, Johnson said. The 
level of the lake was two feet from 
spill this morning. An elevation of 
750 feet denotes a full reservoir, and 
750.36 feet is the spill level, he said. 
At this morning’s rate of inflow 
into Cachuma — one and one-eighth 
inch an hour higher elevation or one- 
tenth of a foot an hour —Johnson 
was on the every-six-hour call 
schedule 
to Sacramento bureau 
officials. If the inflow increases, the 
calls' will be speeded up to every 
four hours, and the interval would 
be reduced to every 15 minutes as 
the flow increases. 
Bureau officials in Sacramento 
would make the decision to open the 
gates in advance of an intense storm 
front. Johnson was to talk with his 
superiors at 3 p.m. today.

Ocean Park near Surf is not your 
typical park, granted, but it is all 
the park Lompoc Valley residents 
have in the beach area and more 
than 60,000 persons visited the 
facility last year. 
But evidence today shows that 
officialdom cares little about the 
present state of Lompoc Valley’s 
only park with access to the beach. 
Today, entrance to the park is 
almost impassable. The entrance 
road is washed out. The exit road is 
used as the entrance but it is potted 
with big, long mud holes. 
Day use facilities are minimal — 
a few old and weathered picnic 
tables; three or four barbecue pits; 
a weed-grown horseshoe pit; a 
bleached wood boat ramp presently 
loaded with debris. 
Restrooms 
are 
presently 
inoperative. The pump is broken. 
There is no longer a full-time 
ranger. The home he once occupied 
is fast becoming the target of 
vandals. Windows are broken. A 
fence is down. 
Why this sparse attention to the 
County facility? 
Michael H. Pahos was appointed 
County Park director in December 
following the retirement of George 
Adams, long-time park director. He 
has initiated a new system — 
“drive-through control,” he terms 
it, and Monday morning cleanup. 
Ocean Park, he explains, “didn’t 
have a man-year work load for one 
man.” He added, this means $12,000 
a year to the public. At the same 
time, the work load at Jalama 
Beach has increased to the point 
that another position is considered 
there. 
“It is not that we believe Ocean 
Park is not important,” Pahos said. 
“It is. It provides one more access 
to the sea.” However, he continued, 
there is no way to justify a full-time 
man at Ocean Park. 
“It doesn’t mean we are doing 
less. We are providing the same 
quality of services but with less man 
hours,” he concluded. 
Ocean Park, like other county 
parks, will be maintained in its 
present status at least until a 
proposed 
1974 State parks and 
recreation bond issue is passed and 
Santa Barbara County is allotted the 
$1,200,000 for park and recreation 
development, Pahos declared.

Commission to consider Clark's fate today 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Three men 
meet Friday to decide if a college dropout 
can sit on the California Supreme Court. 
The 
State Commission 
on 
Judicial 
Appointments will consider Gov. Ronald 
Reagan’s nomination of William P. Clark 
Jr., presently associate justice of the Court 
of Appeal in Los Angeles. 
The nomination is the most controversial 
since the 1940s when Max Radin, a 
University of California law professor, was 
named by then Gov. Culbert Olson. 
Radin was turned down after his foes 
claimed he was a fellow traveler at best 


and a Communist at worst. 
Clark’s opponents complain he never 
graduated from college nor obtained a law 
degree. He also failed to pass the bar 
examination on the first try but made it the 
second time around. 
Seemingly overlooked in the controversy 
is the fact that several outstanding jurists 
failed to obtain law degrees. 
The names include Benjamin Cardozo, a 
U.S. Supreme Court Justice from 1932 to 
1938, James F. Byrnes, a member of that 
court in the 1940s who had no college 
education at all, and Robert H. Jackson, 


who sat on the U.S. Supreme Court from 
1941 to 1954, and never completed college. 
Since 1900 there have been 15 California 
Supreme Court justices who did not have 
law degrees.

C o m m i s s i o n 
on 
J ud i c i a l 
Appointments is made up of Chief Justice 
Donald 
R. 
Wright, 
Attorney General 
Evelle J. Younger and Parker Wood, 
presiding justice of Clark’s court in Los 
Angeles. 
The commission has received scores of 
letters from attorney’s groups throughout 
the state regarding the nomination but a 


spokesman 
said 
the 
letters 
“ are 
confidential until the hearing.” 
Ed Grey, Reagan’s news secretary, said 
he has gotten about “250 letters from attor­ 
neys and the rate is about 4-1 favoring the 
appointment.” 
Some lawyers groups have taken public 
stands.

Lawyers 
Association has come out against the 
nomination 
while 
the 
Association 
of 
Defense Counsels of Northern and Central 
California and its counterpart in Southern 
California favors Clark.

Aides said the human re­ 
sources message would be

specifics.” But Nixon was 
expected to explain whether 
he will propose national 
health insurance legislation 
to 
i m p r o v e 
p r i v a t e 
insurance coverage of the 
nation’s 
workers 
and 
whether 
he 
will 
seek 
welfare reforms to aid the 
working poor. 


In a taped radio speech 
last 
weekend, 
Nixon 
condemned the “ambitious, 
sometimes almost utopian” 
social 
programs 
enacted 


under President Lyndon B. 
Johnson in the 1960s. 
“We need to forge a new 
approach to human services 
in this country,” Nixon said. 
He 
said 
his 
human 
resources proposal would 
eliminate programs that are 
wasteful and concentrate on 
programs that are not. 
“It is in this spirit of 
rededication that I will send 
to the Congress in the next 
few days the fourth section 
of my 1973 State of the 
Union report, a message on 
the progress we have made, 
the steps we must now take 
in helping people to help 
themselves 
through 
our 
federal programs for human 
resources,” Nixon said. 
Nixon sent a general State 
of the Union message to 
Congress and is expanding 
upon it with a series of 
supplementary reports on 
specific subjects. He earlier 
r e p o r t e d 
on

environment 
and

economy. 


Officials say no doubt, 
Martin Bormann dead

they

identified 
“beyond the shadow of a 
doubt” a skeleton dug out of 
the World War II rubble of 
Berlin as that of Adolf 
Hitler’s 
missing 
deputy, 
Martin Bormann. 
“The hunt for Bormann is 
over” 
said 
Frankfurt 
P r o s e c u t o r 
W i l h e l m 
Metzner, 
who 
led 
the 
Bormann investigation. 
“There is no doubt it is 
Bormann,” said Dr. Heinz 
Spengler, director of the 
West Berlin Institute for 
Forensic 
Medicine. 
“We 
have proved it beyond the 
shadow 
of 
a 
doubt.” 
Metzner 
acknowledged 
that Simon Wiesenthal, head 
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o f 
th e 
J e w i s h 
Documentation Center in 
Vienna, was not convinced 
the skeleton was that of 
B o r m a n n 
and 
t h a t 
Wiesenthal was continuing 
his search for Bormann. 
Wiesenthal 
has 
tracked 
down 
scores 
of 
Nazis, 
including Adolf Eichmann, 
architect 
of 
the 
Nazi 
extermination policy that 
killed six million Jews. 
The medical institute said 
a skeleton found near the 
Berlin wall by workmen 
digging a ditch last Dec. 8 
was Bormann. Metzner said 
he accepted the findings of 
the institute that there was 
no doubt of the identity. 


But 
he 
said 
Bormann 
would be declared legally 
dead only after the last bit 
of 
evidence 
had 
been 
submitted. 


The medical report sent to 
Metzner from Berlin said 
Bormann 
was 
identified 
through the skeleton’s teeth, 
measurements, skull shape 
and a mended collar bone. 
The skeleton also fitted 
Bormann’s height of 5 feet 5 
inches.

— Rachel Verdin was 8 
years old when her father 
told police she killed her 
smaller brother with a lead 
pipe.

Under Paho’s “dive-through” control 
system, Ocean Park gets cleaned up on 
Monday mornings by a two-man work team 
responsible to senior ranger George Keep 
at Jalama Beach. The park is patrolled on 
Fridays and Saturdays when a ranger 
drives through. 


Over the years, the fate of Ocean Park 
has 
been 
debated 
and 
debated 
by 
officialdom. 
There 
have 
been 
many 
different plans for the facility but most are 
put aside, it is believed, by the stand of the 
Air Force in relationship to the Park. The 
Air Force, it is understood from sources, 
does not want expansion of the facility due 
to safety reasons during the time of missile 
launches. 


Next month, however, another proposal 
concerning Ocean Park will be revealed to 
the Lompoc City Tourism Committee by A1 
Autry, community development director. 
For the past two months, Autry has been 
working 
with 
an 
Orange 
County 
architectural and planning firm (Lang and 
Wood) on a program and text for the 
development of Ocean Park as a better 
daytime-only park facility. The Tourism 


Committee assigned the project to Autry. 
Autry said this week that the plan is 
designed 
at 
“ not 
disrupting 
the 
environment and ecology, but mainly to 
improve access and facilities of the park 
for those people who come to this area.” 
He said that the proposed plan would be 
carried out either by the city of Lompoc, 
Santa Barbara County or the State of 
California and that the agency would 
assume permanent control and care of 
Ocean 
Park. 
Presently, 
it 
is 
the 
responsibility of the County. 
After the plan is presented to the 
Tourism Committee, it will be presented to 
Pahos. The County parks director said he is 
aware of the plan and stated that he doesn’t 
care which government agency controls 
the park “as long as the park area is under 
the supervision of some public agency. ” 
The County officials also stipulated that 
new development of Ocean Park, whether 
on a small or large scale, must be in 
harmony with the environment. Any plans 
for 
developm ent 
must 
take 
into 
consideration its affect to endangered 
species, he said, the importance of the 
slough to the food chain of wildlife and the 
slough’s 
“impact 
to 
the 
California 
coastline.” 


Gray says FBI still has info 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
L. 
Patrick 
Gray 
III, 
President Nixon’s choice to 
replace 
the 
late 
FBI 
Director J. Edgar Hoover, 
concedes the agency's files 
still 
contain 
information 
gathered in investigations of 
members of Congress. 
But Gray told a Senate 
committee Wednesday he 
stopped 
the 
practice 
of 
gathering 
information on 
congressmen when he took 
over as acting director after 
Hoover’s death last year. 
He said he ordered the 
change because “it could 
too readily be subject to 
misinterpretation and is not 
needed.” 
Gray was grilled for six 
hours by members of the 
S e n a t e 
J u d i c i a r y 
C o m m i t t e e , 
who 
are 
considering his nomination 
as Hoover’s replacement. 
He defended himself from 
charges he has acted to 
“politicize” the FBI, and he 
offered to open his agency’s 
files 
on 
the 
Watergate 
political espionage case. 


The 
committee 
called 
Gray 
to 
the 
stand 
for 
another session today. 
Gray said Wednesday the 
FBI no longer investigates 
m em bers 
of 
Congress 
unless they are alleged to 
have violated a federal law 
or are being considered for 
government appointments. 
In the 1950s, Hoover started 
the practice of investigating 
congressional 
candidates 
and preparing “summary 
memoranda” on members. 
Gray said, however, that 
he has no legal authority to 
r e m o v e 
d o c u m e n t s 
prepared 
under 
the 
old 


policy, but he said he would 
not allow anyone to examine 
the documents. 


Gray 
submitted 
to 
extensive 
questioning 
by 
Senate 
Democratic 
whip

SACRAMENTO (UPI) — Robert B. Carleson, director of 
Gov. Ronald Reagan’s reform of welfare, resigned today to 
join the Nixon administration as a welfare adviser. 
Carleson, 42, who has been director of the state Social 
Welfare Department since 1970, will serve as a special 
assistant for welfare matters to Health, Education and 
Welfare Secretary Casper W. Weinberger. 
In a statement issued by his office, Reagan said he has 
accepted Carleson’s 
resignation with “ very 
mixed 
emotions.” 
“ Bob deserves much of the credit for reforming welfare 
in California,” the governor said. “ He was one of the 
principal architects in drafting the reforms that put an end 


to the literally hundreds of abuses that were running 
rampant throughout the welfare system.” 
A devotee of Reagan's “ squeeze, cut and trim” fiscal 
philosophy, Carleson is generally credited with being the 
man behind the welfare reform slogan of denying aid to the 
“ truly greedy” while making bigger grants to the “ truly 
needy.” 
The resignation came as no surprise because Carleson 
had been conferring with federal officials about the post for 
several weeks. Reagan said part of Carleson's duties in his 
new post will be to work with governors, state legislatures 
and welfare directors in reforming welfare at the state 
level. 


Farm products prices in record rise 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Prices of raw farm products 
rose 3 per cent to a record in 
the 30 days ending Feb. 15, 
the Agriculture Department 
reports, 
foreshadowing 
further rises in retail food 
prices. 
The 
administration, 
however, 
reiterated 
Wednesday that it does not 
intend 
to control 
farm 
prices, as critics including 
AFL -CIO president George 
Meany 
have 
been 
demanding. 
The 
Agriculture 
Department said beef cattle 
and hog prices led the 


increase in raw agricultural 
prices, both setting records. 
The so-called “ raw,” or 
unprocessed, products are 
not subject to federal price 
controls. 
Soybeans also went to an 
alltime high. These and 
other gains were offset 
somewhat by declines for 
wheat, eggs and corn. 
The 
raw 
food 
price 
increase followed a 5 per 
cent rise in the month 
ending Jan. 15 and meant 
raw farm prices were up 22 
per cent over the mid- 
February level last year. 
Rep. William J. Scherle, 
RIowa, said Wednesday that 


“ reliable sources” had told 
him the White House was 
considering some form of 
control 
of 
raw 
farm 
products and 
might act 
momentarily. 
Deputy 
White 
House 
Press Secretary Gerald L. 
Warren denied the report 
and reminded a newsman 
that 
Treasury 
Secretary 
George P. Shultz and John 
T. Dunlop, director of the 
Cost of Living Council are 
on public record as opposed 
to such control.

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Los Alamos citizens want to keep 'Gunsmoke' image

County Reporter 
Picturesque and small, Los Alamos is likely to remain a 
“Gunsmoke” town — without guns — for some time to 
come, because its residents like it that way. 
That was the overview given the County Planning 
Commission Wednesday of the Los Alamos Valley 
community which has survived and stayed western after 
being bypassed by U.S. 101 in 1959. 
Encouragement for Los Alamos to retain its small town 
flavor, heavily permeated by agriculture, came Wednesday 
in a general plan report of the Fifth District s Planning 
Advisory Committee with concurrence from the County 
Planning Department staff. 
The commission reviewed recommendations from the 
committee for certain relatively minor general plan 
changes in the town 18 miles south of Santa Maria and 
surrounded by farmlands. 
A few changes recommended — such as adding to 
highway commercial designations and designation of an 
approximate 28-acre property for one-acre estates — were 
overshadowed by the evident desire of the planning group 
(bolstered by citizen input) to have what growth was 
needed occur within the town borders and not spread out 
into agricultural lands. 
The recommendations reflected added encouragement 
for continuation of the “turn of the century” motif that has 
gotten underway in Los Alamos and is attracting more and 
more visitor and tourist trade, one planner reported.

Maybe the committee didn't knock on all the doors in 
town getting input, but substantial citizen reaction seemed 
to have been gathered, it appeared.

their relation to existing zoning to March 28. 
Meanwhile, Fifth District commission members — Sainz 
and John Adam — agreed that the new map of the proposed 
changes be exhibited in the community to get further 
reaction from townsfolk. 
“I’m sure any further input will be abrupt,” commented 
Sainz. “We’ll get further reaction, I’m sure.” 
It was agreed to exhibit the map in the Los Alamos Post 
Office for a week.

“From the very first 
building we were concerned

barriers,” * says

director at Wright. “We had 
the good fortune to be 
building a campus from 
scratch and we planned it 
for ease of movement.”

campus

One links the main 
four academic buildings.

Elevators meet the wheel­ 
chair-bound at each tunnel 
exit.

The severely handicapped 
are not excluded. Some are 
assisted in dressing and 
eating. Proctors write out

Currently in the works is

Look! Up in the trees! It's a Bird 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — College basketball’s leading scorer, not exactly 
a giant himself, takes heart from the success of diminutive Nate Archibald, 
the NBA s leading pointmaker. 
“It’s nice to see a guy my size in there with the trees,” said William 
“Bird” Averitt, a 6-foot-l junior from Pepperdine University who’s on the 
verge of capturing the NCAA scoring title. 
“A lot of people are constantly reminding me about it,” he said of his 
well-known 33.8 scoring average, “but I just try to let it slide. ” 
There are quite a few teams in the West Coast Athletic Conference who 
wish Averitt was as casual about scoring on the basketball court, such as 
the University of Nevada-Reno, against whom the Bird is averaging 56.5 
points. If he scores over 59 points in the Waves’ final two WCAC games this 
weekend, Averitt will become the league’s all-time leading scorer—and he 
still has one more year to play. 
Averitt came to Pepperdine from Hopkinsville, Ky., where “I started 
playing basketball when I was six.” Was the Bird always such a prolific 
scorer? 
“I always got mine,” he says. 
While he was getting his 27 points a game at Hopkinsville High, other 
local hotshots were pulling down the headlines and Averitt was relatively 
ignored by the big-time college recruiters. 
“Pepperdine came and talked to me,” he remembered. “They’re the only 
ones that showed any interest. ” 
After leading the nation’s freshmen with a 36.2 average, the Bird broke 
into college competition by as a sophomore, fifth best in the nation. And he 


thinks he’s improved this year. 
“The experience has helped me a lot,” said Averitt. I’ve improved my 
shot selection and my defense. It was easy for players to guard me last 
year, but they can’t play me to my weak side this year.“ 
Averitt was impressed his showdown with Cal State Los Angeles ace 
Raymond Lewis, a sophomore guard who ranks right behind him in the 
national scoring race. 
“He’s an excellent ballhandler, a complete offensive ballplayer,” Averitt 
said. “I think his thing is long-range jumpers which he hits very well. I 
drive to the basket a lot more. ” 
Averitt’s goal, he said, is to play pro ball some day with his his three 
favorites: Walt Frazier, Jerry West, and, of course, Nate Archibald. 
“Thoughts of turning pro cross my mind,” he said, but I’m going to stay in 
school. I’ve heard from some people who want to be my agent, but no teams 
have contacted me directly.“ 
Averitt thinks the Waves, now 13-10 for the year and 6-6 in the WCAC, 
might be “ready to win the league next year.” 
“We’ll have the same team back,” he said. “We’re a young team and 
we’ve gained a lot of experience.” 
Averitt’s scoring lead will be on the line in the Waves’ game with league- 
leading Santa Clara tonight, but the Bird, who’s pretty casual about his 
scoring, is thinking about other things. 
“I think everybody will be up for this game, because we got the game 
taken away from us up there. An 86-77 loss. They sort of cheated, and we got 
a lot of bad calls.

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Still a hot item in Ceylon 
Firewalking is for real

iCeylon i—i NEA)—-One night 
each year a usually sedate 
Hindu priest here gathers 
his followers for what has to 
be a helluva hot time. He 
burns a mountain of logs 
into a 6-by 15-foot bed of 
sizzling cinders 
and. 
with 
Tamil versions of praise be 
and 
hallelujah, 
leads 
as 
many as a thousand of the 
faithful barefoot across the 
coals. 
The priest is S. Muthaieh 
Poosager. 
A 
f irewalker. 
Thirty-nine years ago as a 
nervous but believing youth 
he stepped on his first flame, 
emerged without so much as 
a singe, and has been doing 
it ever since. 
Why? As a test of faith. 
He believes that if he is pure 
of heart, and clean of body, 
his god — a woman of an­ 
tiquity named Tropbathi — 
protects him. And, indeed, 
someone up there must care, 
for 
the 
50-year-old, 
gap- 
toothed gentleman hasn't so 
much as a scar from four 
decades of firewalking. “Not 
ever,” he says, “have I been 
injured.” 
The reason, if it’s not de- 
vine 
intervention, 
is 
not 
clear. Firewalking is as old, 
almost, as man. Pliny refers 
to it in his ancient writings. 
Early South Sea islanders 
are said to have practiced 
the 
ritual 
as 
a 
kind 
of 
supreme judgment — sus­ 
pected criminals were forced 
into flames and either re­ 
leased or buried according 
to the decision of the fire.

today,

thrives as a cultural art in 
places such as Fiji, India, 
Japan, and, for some inex­ 
plicable reason, Bulgaria. 
Skeptics 
have 
advanced 
dozens of theories to explain 
the firewalker’s alleged im­ 
munity to burns: the tough 
soles of native feet; secret 
chemicals 
w h i c h 
deflect 
heat; the low thermal con­ 
ductivity of burning wood. 
Some believe that walkers 
are protected by first wash­ 
ing their feet (which many 
do), because as the water 
turns to vapor it creates a 
cushion. Still others doubt 
firewalking really exists at 
all. 
But 
the 
doubters 
have 


generally 
been 
disproved 
Scientifically even. 


In one famous firewalking 
experiment, in 1935, scien­ 
tists from the London Coun­ 
cil 
persuaded 
an 
Indian 
walker named 
Hussain 
to 
perform 
under 
controlled 
conditions in Surrey, Eng­ 
land. He was presented with 
a bed of cinders heated to 
1,000 degrees a,t the surface 
and 2,500 degrees in the in­ 
terior. His feet were washed, 
dried and examined. An offi­ 
cial report on the activity 
says Hussain made the walk 
without pain or harm, and, 
what’s more, was followed 
by amateurs hired for the 
experiment (the amateurs, 
apparently, 
received 
some 
slight burning). 


That firewalking is real is 
unarguable. That it is ex­ 
plained by physical facts is 
likewise probable. But what 
facts? No one knows. 


For the villagers here in 
UddaDUwa, 
no 
one 
even 
cares. 
Most 
of 
the 
5,000 
people in this impoverished, 
isolated fishing outpost have 
walked on flame but do not 
wonder at it. One villager, 
34-year-old Siva Jothy, edu­ 
cated in English, says that 
when he first went across 
the coals he had less faith 
than jitters: “1 didn’t believe 
the story about a protecting 
god. But then, when I walked 
across the fire and found 
that it didn’t even hurt, I 
began to think that there 
must be someone protecting, 
some 
supernatural 
reason 
for it.” 
That reason, says the local 
priest, 
is 
the 
great 
god 
Tropbathi. A c c o r d i n g to 
legend, she was married to 
five brothers — at one time. 
Such morality was question­ 
able even in mythology, thus 
the 
woman was 
given 
a 
severe test of her worthi­ 
ness. She was to live with 
one brother for a year, then 
made to walk the flames to 
determine 
if 
she 
c o u l d 
change to another brother’s 
bed. 
According to the story, 
she passed all flames and 
beds with grace and lived 
such a long, rotating, robust 
life that she became a god 
— “the virgin god” as the 
locals insist on calling her. 
Despite the Uddapuwans’ 


slight error in nicknaming, 
they apparently pegged Trop­ 
bathi correctly as their pro­ 
tector. Firewalking in this 
village goes back 350 years, 
when the community was 
established 
by 
fishermen 
from Southern India. Since 
then the firewalking rite has 
been carried out annually — 
without, so residents say, a 
single casualty. 


Oh, there have been a few 
mishaps of minor degree. 
Fisherman Jothy says that 
the important thing in fire­ 
walking is to be perfectly 
clean. All walkers take long 
baths before the journey. 
“But 
sometimes somebody 
will 
accidentally 
step 
in 
s o m e 
cow 
dung,” 
sighs 
Jothy, in which case “they 
are burned.” Also, an oc­ 
casional goof-off joins the 
firewalking rite, without the 
proper faith, i.e. drunk, and 
he to be sure spends the 
next 
few 
painful 
weeks 
walking on his knees. 


Indeed, 
the 
firewalking 
ceremony here is not for 
the 
frivolous 
or 
unclean. 
Priest Poosager insists the 
fire ordeal be the supreme 
test. 


H u n d r e d s of logs are 
burned for several hours to 
make a mound of hard-pack, 
white-hot 
coal 
that 
can 
shrivel body hair at 15 feet. 
Prior to the walking, in fact, 
villagers are kept back at 
least 30 feet for their own 
comfort. 
Says 
fisherman 
Siva Jothy: 
‘‘I have seen 
small sticks a few feet from 
the fire explode, it’s that 
hot there.” 


But the villagers, right on 
the fire, for six or seven in­ 
credible steps, do not ex­ 
plode. One six-year-old child 
says only: “It’s warm." 


The ceremony continues 
for about an hour and a half. 
Residents 
here 
sing 
and 
chant and enjoy them selves 
absolutely. 
Some 
fellows, 
outsiders, sometimes extend 
the ritual by sticking needles 
and pieces of sharp wood 
through their skin, as an 
even greater test of faith. 
But that practice is strictly 
extracurricular. People who 
would do that kind of thing, 
say the fire walkers, shaking 
their heads, must be crazy.

Where to turn? One place 
is to Parents Anonymous, 
Inc., a non-profit, self-help 
group offering immediate 
and free aid with a 24-hour 
telephone service manned 
by volunteers, once-weekly 
m e e t i n g s 
and 
a l s o 
maintaining an up-to-date 
list of agencies for referral. 
Sal vati on 
Army, 
for 
instance, 
has 
a 
family 
counseling service. 


Parents Anonymous (PA) 
o p e r a t e s 
much 
like 
Alcoholics Anonymous and 
Gamblers Anonymous. Its 
guidelines adopt the goal of 
taking “one step, one day at 
a 
time 
to 
achieve 
our 
goals.” 
The basic rules of privacy 
and confidence are observed 
strictly as it attempts to 
challenge 
a 
parent's 
destructive 
attitudes 
and 
actions 
into 
constructive 
ones. 
Founder 
of 
PA, 
New 
York, 
is a former City 
Family 
Court 
Judge, 
Gertrude M. Bacon. This 
week, as PA observes its 
first birthday, Mrs. Bacon 
told how the group started 
from a 
newspaper story 
about a Mothers Anonymous 
group already going in Los 
Angeles. 
She visited its parent-or- 
ganizer, and promptly came 
back 
to 
New 
York 
to 
establish a similar group. It 
was financed then, as it

KEY WEST, Fla. (UPI) 
— Bearded and barefoot 
young men, 
looking like 
strange hermits, walk the 
s t r e e t s 
and 
d r a p e 
themselves 
on 
the 
low- 
stacked walls. Long-tressed 
girls with no bras and the 
briefest shorts of sawed-off 
jeans 
bicycle 
down 
the 
narrow roads. 
For three centuries, the 
native 
“conchs” 
in Key 
West 
have 
cherished 
i n d e p e n d e n c e 
and 
individuality. They’ve tole­ 
rated gamblers and trollops, 
ship 
wreckers, 
kooky 
artists, derelict alcoholics 
and mixed breeds of many 
hues. 
But the newcomers are 
not so welcome. The natives 
are afraid they’ll drive the 
tourists away 
from this 
p i c t u r e s q u e 
c i t y 
—southernmost on the con­ 
tinent. 
Keys dwellers tend to 
lump all the long-haired 
wanderers under the name 
of hippies. But of course 
they are not all alike. Not all 
are young. 
“The island is only about 
two miles wide and four 
miles long and we’ve got 
more hippies than we can 
handle, ” 
said 
Charles 
Parry, chief investigator for 
the 
state’s 
attorney 
in 
Monroe County, which em­ 
braces 
a 
110-mile-long 
string of the Florida Keys. 
“They’ve spread the word 
all the way to California 
that Key West is the place to 
go in the winter.” 
“Our city police are up 
tight about the situation,” 
Parry said. “They’ve given 
up arresting the hippies for 
petty offenses, like loitering 
and vagrancy, because we 
haven’t enough room in the 
jails.” 
Some are affluent. They 
come in expensive overland 
campers 
and 
in 
sailing 
yachts. These are the ones 
lawmen suspect bail out of 
jail others who get arrested. 
Suspicious 
Floridians 
suspect some of them deal 
in marijuana and smuggled 
drugs—picked up at night 
after they are dropped by 
plane or boat among the 
hundreds of small mangrove 
islands. 


The heavy influx started 
about two years ago. Few 
are kept out by the signs: 
“ S h i r t s 
and 
S h o e s 
Required,” or “You must be 
21 and able to prove it.” 
Cheap rubber sandals, dirty 
jackets and ID cards are 
widely available. 


“This 
used 
to 
be 
a 
paradise,” said Mrs. Fred 
Johnson, speaking from the 
veranda 
of 
the 
wooden 
house where she was born 
more than 64 years ago. 


“Every Saturday night, 
everybody in town would 
wander down Duval St., 
looking through the stores 
and stopping to talk to their 
friends,” she said. 
“The 
children could go anywhere, 
do anything on the island 
without harm. 


“No more,” she sighed. 
“We have to stay inside at 
night. 
Key West doesn’t 
have

anymore. Duval St. is hippie 
street.” 
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Most ambitious project since pyramids Younger launches program 
against bunco artists 
(Editor’s note: Second of 
a series of two)

Though 
trimmed 
back 
from the original six county 
Bay Area Rapid Transit 
System, 
the 
constructed 
reality, a vast 75 mile 
elevated, 
surface 
and 
underground 
system 
webbing 
Oakland, 
San 
Francisco and the area’s 
three 
most 
teeming 
counties, has been called 
the most ambitious public 
works project since the 
Egyptians 
set 
out 
to 
dedicate the pyramids. . 
The punch line, now stale 
at BART headquarters, is 
that it’s taken almost as 
long to build. 
A generation of mass 
transit critics and newsmen 
have raised children and 
grown old commenting on 
BART since the idea of a 
trans-bay tube was aired in 
the late 40’s and the Bay 
Area 
Rapid 
Transit 
Commission was formed in 
1951. The predictions then 
were that the Bay Area’s 
transportation 
problems 
were going to explode. They 
were correct. 
Highway 
advocates were pushing for 
fully three south bay auto 
bridges within 15 years. 
The first rapid transit 
master plan for the Bay 
Area was evolved in 1957. It 
was visionary because it 
was a forerunner in regional 
transportation planning. It 
was 
also 
courageous 
because 
large 
federal 
grants, which alone could 
fund 
such 
magnificent 
projects which were finally 
critical to BART, were a 
comparative rarity then. 
Getting the word out was 
the first order of business 
and, as General Manager 
B.R. Stokes remembers it, 
one 
BART 
information 
officer was so gung ho and 
the public at that time so 
apathetic that the man gave 
his entire presentation to an 
audience consisting only of 
a janitor who’d opened a 
Half Moon Bay auditorim 
for his scheduled speech. 
In 
1962, 
the 
system 
received only the first of 
many torpedoes when Marin 
$nd San Mateo Counties, 
north and south of San 
Francisco. opted out with 
financially cold feet. With 
San Mateo out, Santa Clara 
County to the south had to 
go too and the six original 
RART 
counties 
were 
chopped to three. 
. Then by a paper thin 
margin of 1.2 per cent the 
voters 
of 
the 
three 
remaining BART counties 
voted 
in 
1962 
to 
tax 
themselves $792 million to 
get the project off center. It 
was the largest bond issue 
ever put before the voters of 
any political entity of the 
United States. This brief 
patch of success was soon 
beclouded, though, by a six 
month suit over the legality 
of the transit district. 
The suit finally won, 
President Lyndon Johnson 
landed 
in 
a 
fleet 
of 
helicopters, an earmark of 
the era, midst a cloud of 
dust, 
to dedicate the 
beginning 
of 
BART 
construction in 1964. 
But this was only the test 
track north of Oakland to be 
used 
for 
testing 
car 
prototypes. This stretch of 
rail, now a part of the actual 
revenue 
system, 
easily 
qualifies as nostalgia to the 
several million tv viewers 
who watched the prototype 
cars rolling endlessly over it 
on slow news days from 1965 
to 1968. 
Just to sober up the 
giddiness the president’s 
visit may have flushed, 
BART officers early the 
following 
years 
were 
confronted 
with 
the 
incredible fact that the 
lowest bid for the Oakland 
downtown 
subway 
construction 
was 
an 
astronomical $14 million 
above their most lavish 
estimates.

A 
tortuous 
and 
time 
consuming redivision of the 
subway contracts solved 
that problem just before 
several 
communities 
demanded sweeping design 
changes 
and 
improved 
landscaping in 15 of the 34 
stations. 
It seems that few of these 
entities thought that the 
original BART bond had any 
chance of passing and so 
didn’t worry much about 
the preliminary plans. Now 
that the system looked like 
it had a chance, they wanted 
things just right. It sent 
costs further up the wall. 
A design request by the 
City of Berkeley was the 
most notable of these. All 
Berkeley wanted was that 
her entire 
surface 
rail 
system be redesigned as a 
subway. In another sapping 
demand, the city of San 
Francisco insisted that a 
new station be added at the 
foot of Market Street just 
before the entrance of the 
transbay tube. In filling this 
request, BART engineers 
had to tamper with the basic 
design of the bay tube itself. 


A $200 million federal 
grant rolled in 1966 for 
everything 
from 
landscaping to more car 
testing and this made easier 
the 
1967 
start of 
San 
Francisco 
and Oakland 
subway construction. Most 
residents of the area during 
those years remember this 
phase 
as 
an 
internal, 
incredibly 
noisy process 
that 
transformed 
the 
downtown areas of both 
cities into gaping disaster 
areas as loud as a hundred 
jackhammers during the 
day, dominated by crude 
wooden construction walls 
and maddening to have to 
drive through. But that was 
the whole point. 


At last a car design was 
chosen and to mollify an 
exhausted 
taxpayer, 
an 
open-to-the-public prototype 
was set down in the midst of 
the moldering tenements, 
stink and automotive blare 
of downtown Oakland. The 


idea was to convince people 
that BART was really on the 
way. The car was sleek and 
silverish-blue and in this 
setting looked as though it 
had been left by the crew of 
Star 
Trek 
and 
seemed 
comparably remote. 
BART grappled valiantly 
for a good image in those 
years of strained public 
sufferance, and the system 
scored something of a hit by 
announcing that the bones of 
a 
5,000-year-old 
Indian 
maiden 
had 
been 
disinterred from the black 
mud below Market Streets 
in San Francisco. She was 
by far the oldest Indian 
remains ever discovered in 
the 
Bay 
Area 
and 
revolutionized 
local 
anthropological thinking. 
But, inspite of the first 
wave of gratifying federal 
funding, BART itself almost 
became the area’s most 
recent artifact as an annual 
inflation rate of seven per 
cent was percolated by the 
Indochina 
war 
and 
threatened to erode away 
the project’s revenues. 
Confronted 
by 
the 
prospect 
of 
leaving 
Californians with her first 
ghost transit system, the 
California legislature and 
Governor Ronald Reagan 
passed in 1969 a temporary 
increased sales tax in the 
BART counties to sustain 
the now almost traditional 
project 
Safe 
funding 
had 
apparently come at last and 
in 
the 
same year the 
system’s four mile trans 
bay tube, linking Oakland 
and San Francisco, was 
completed. 
The longest underwater 
rapid transit tube in the 
world, it was laid in 57 
sections in and below the 
mud of San Francisco Bay. 
Fragments of sailing ships 
of the gold rush era were 
shoveled up during its $180 
million construction and the 
double barrelled tube is 130 
feet underwater at the 
deepest point and designed 
to resist severe earthquake 
shock. 


In a cartoon which ran in 
one of the San Francisco 
dailies 
in 
1971, 
a 
Montgomery 
Street 
businessman stood besides a 
BART 
project 
bulldozer 
checking the watch on his 
briefcase 
wrist, 
and 
informed 
the 
dozer 
operator, “ Sir, the 7:37 is 
precisely three years and 
six days late.” 
He was right. It was also 
twice as expensive as first 
estimated, having bounded 
to a $1.4 billion total cost 
with 
inflation 
and 
the 
interminable delays. 
Just when BART was 
ready to begin ordering a 
revenue fleet from car 
manufacturer William H. 
Rohr in Chula Vista, a nine 
week 
strike closed 
the 
former aircraft plant down. 
After circuit problems on 
the first 28 mile stretch 
between Oakland and the 
town of Fremont to the 
south were resolved in June, 
1972, 
that 
section 
was 
opened to revenue service in 
a gala dedication ceremony 
in 
August 
attended 
by 
crowds 
of 
VIPs 
and 
doubtless many Bay area 
residents in their 20’s who 
had never lived when some 
controversy or other wasn’t 
raging over the Bay Area 
system. 
A public relations disaster 
struck, though, on October 
2, 1972, to revive career 
carpers, 
if 
only 
momentarily. As one train 
approached the Fremont 
terminis of the system it 
misinterpreted 
a 
signal 
from 
the 
Westinghouse 
Automatic Train Control 
system telling it to slow

down and accelerated to 66 
miles per hour instead, 
careering clear past the end 
of the tracks and injuring 
several passengers. 


It was a quality control 
problem 
in 
car 
manufacture, 
BART 
explained, 
and 
one 
malfunction 
in 
such 
a 
revolutionary 
system 
wasn’t much to tolerate, 
especially in comparison to 
the larger, accepted failure 
record in the aerospace 
business. 


But BART survived. And 
now, at least 22 years since 
that 
first 
outrageous 
regional transit idea was 
uttered and after more 
stand downs and crises than 
five comparable systems 
could be expected to endure, 
BART is moving people — 
some 26 million passengers 
miles so far. And it was 
worth the waiting. There’s 
probably nothing like it in 
all the world.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) — 
A new program to protect 
elderly Californians from 
bunco artists and confidence 
men has been launched by 
Attorney General Evelle J. 
Younger. 


June Sherwood, chief of 
the 
state 
Justice 
Department’s 
Crime 
Prevention Unit, said the 
senior citizen is one of the 
primary targets of bunco 
schemes, especially those 
involving medical quacks 
and phony bank examiners. 
Mrs. Sherwood said the 
elderly 
are 
particularly 
vulnerable to buncos and 
consumer 
fraud because 
many are lonely, isolated 
from family counsel, have 
most of their money in a 
bank and are concerned 
about their deteriorating 
health. 
“ Because 
they 
are 
lonely,” she said, “ many 
senior citizens are so happy 
to have human contact that 
people appealing to them on 
a friendly basis can often 
involve them in something 
that’s not in their benefit.” 
To help seniors protect 
themselves, 
Younger’s 
Justice 
Department 
is 
holding a series of seminars 
in areas of the state where 
heavy 
concentrations 
of 
elderly persons live. 
At the seminars, state and 
local 
law 
enforcement 
officers 
and 
consumer 
protection 
experts 
give 
representatives of senior 
citizen 
organizations 
information on how elderly 
persons can avoid being 
bilked or cheated. 
Mrs. Sherwood said the 
representatives then spread 
the word to as many seniors 
as possible. 
Two seminars were held 
last month in Los Angeles 
and San Diego, with the San 
Diego 
event 
attracting 
about 600 seniors. 
The special program is 
part of 
a 
Justice 
Department 
effort 
to 
prevent Californians of all 
ages from being bilked by 
confidence 
schemes 
or 
consumer fraud. 
To make it tougher for con 
men 
and 
consumer 
cheaters, the department 
has issued a 24-page booklet 
entitled 
“ On Guard: 
A 
Guide for the Consumer.” 
Along 
with 
offering 
information about methods 
of bunco artists, the booklet 
gives advice 
on 
such 
consumer problem areas as 
buying 
cars, 
automobile

Younger 
offers 
four 
general rules for avoiding 
con men: 
—Don’t 
discuss 
your 
personal 
finances 
with 
strangers. 
—Don’t expect to get 
something 
for 
nothing, 
especially from strangers 
on the street. 
—Don’t draw cash out of a 
bank at the suggestion of a 
stranger. 
—Call the police and 
report any such approach. 
The booklet is available at 
department offices. 
Mrs. Sherwood said the 
phony 
bank 
examiner 
scheme is one in which 
elderly 
persons 
are 
particular victims. 
The victims receives a 
telephone call from a self- 
proclaimed bank examiner 
who asks the victim to 
withdraw money from the 
bank to help catch an 
employe 
who has been 
pilfering funds. The bank 
examiner, who usually pro­ 
mises a reward to the 


victim for his cooperation, 
picks up the money at the 
victim’s home as evidence. 


It usually is several days 
later before the victim

Chess craze? What chess craze? 
Whatever happened to his owl? 


CHICAGO - (NEA) - All 
those people who have been 
talking about the chess craze 
sweeping the country should 
have been here for the re­ 
cent 
U. 
S. Championship 
playoff tournament. 
Somebody should have 
been here. As it was. the 
players drew crowds that did 
not have to be estimated, 
since they could be tallied 
on the lingers and toes of the 
reporters present. Both of 
them 
Still, the isolation seemed 
blissful and not at all dis­ 
couraging to the players 
themselves, no doubt ac­ 
customed to the public 
anonymity that has tradition­ 
ally engulfed even the great­ 
est chess masters. 
Hubert 
Byrne, 
a 
soft- 
spoken 
43 - year - old 
from 
Long Island who emerged 
from the playoffs here with 
his first U.S. title, said he is 
convinced that chess is leap­ 
ing and bounding to greater 
popularity. 
•Chess would make a good 
spectator attraction of wide 
appeal, especially on tele­ 
vision,” Byrne said. “There’s 
no reason why we couldn’t 
have a chess game of the 
week just as we do with 
football, since you can al­ 
ways vary the time limit of 
a game to suit what is avail­ 
able.” 
There was no television 
coverage of the playoff and 
even 
the 
Chicago 
news­ 
papers 
provided only a 
sketchy account of the 
match, despite a Herculean 
public relations effort by 
president Richard Verber of 
the 
Chicago Chess Club, 
which sponsored the tourna­ 
ment. 
What the tournament 
lacked in terms of news­ 
worthiness was the mixed 
but lucrative blessing that 
would have been provided 
by the participation of Bob­ 
by Fischer. 
Fischer, as world cham­ 
pion. no longer has to worry 
about competing to become 
U.S. champion, just as Rich­ 
ard Nixon no longer has to 
worry about competing to 
become U.S. senator from 
California. And the prize 
money involved here—$2000 
for first place—would be pal­ 
try for Fischer, who can

hardly be persuaded to an­ 
swer a telephone these days 
for anything less than $50,- 
000. 
Byrne and Samuel Reshev­ 
sky, who finished second in 
Chicago, won the right to ad­ 
vance to next year’s inter­ 
zonal matches in Brazil and 
the Soviet Union, part of the 
elimination process to choose 
a challenger for Fischer in 
the next world title match in 
1975. (Byrne and Reshevsky 
tied with Lubomir Kavalek 
in last April in the U.S. 
championship, necessitating 
the playoff among the three 
for the two U.S. spots in the 
world elimination.) 


But while they are both 
Fischer’s competitors. Byrne 
and 
Reshevsky 
are 
also 
among Fischer’s admirers. 
Reshevsky, a spunky 60- 
year-old, has held or shared 
the U.S. championship eight 
times but he remains anony­ 
mous enough that while he 
was walking into one of his 
playoff games against Ka­ 
valek, a door attendant asked 
him for his ticket. He says, 
though, that Fischer’s eccen­ 
tric and publicity-drawing 
genius have brought more 
money into the chess tour 
and made all chess players 
more marketable commodi­ 
ties. 


Byrne calls Fischer “ the 
greatest asset to the game 
America has ever had ” 
“Because of him,” Byrne 
says, “ hundreds of thou­ 
sands of American kids have 
taken up chess. 
“ Americans love a.winner, 
for one thing. And before, 
the general 
public 
didn't 
know' how competitive chess 
was. They thought it was 
just a genteel pastime. 
“ Reykjavik opened their 
eyes to the fact that chess 
is like a tank of barracudas 
Now that the game is per­ 
ceived as being more sav­ 
age, maybe it can become 
more popular.” 
The disappointing playoff 
turnout of (about 100 specta­ 
tors per game) notwithstand­ 
ing. there are signs that 
chess is making a small 
bieakthrough. 


Since there are now only a 
half dozen or so fulltime 
American chess pros, what 
the players would like is a 
tour of matches sponsored by 
wealthy, 
publicity - seeking 
corporations, like the tour 
the pro golfers and bowlers 
follow. And a recent San An­ 
tonio tournament sponsored 
by a prepared chicken chain 
and a $25,000 tournament 
planned for this fall in Holly­ 
wood, sponsored by enter­ 
tainer Bobby Darin, encour­ 
age them to believe that may­ 
be a realistic hope. 


Still, the only big money 
being talked about is a ru­ 
mored $1 million offer from 
a Las Vegas source for a 
rematch of the Reykjavik 
confrontation between Fisch­ 
er and exchampion Boris 
Spassky. 
The question is 
whether Fischer will, like 
Muhammad Ali, end up do­ 
ing a sublime job of pro­ 
moting himself with being 
able to change things for his 
less flamboyant competitors. 
“ Will it last?” says George 
Koltanowski, a columnist 
and international master 
who was playoff tournament 
director “ We’ll have to wait 
five or 10 years to find out 
if today’s young people will 
stay 
enthusiastic 
about 
chess. Maybe by then some­ 
body will come along who is 
a spectacular Ping Pong 
player. Then everybody will 
be playing Ping Pong.”

Not for everybody 


Competitive examinations are about to 
be given by the California State Personnel 
Board to fiil posts created by voters in last 
November’s election when they approved 
Proposition 20, the coastal initiative. 
Statewide and regional commissions 
were 
also 
created 
to 
oversee 
the 
development or lack of it in the coastal 
area through 1975. State and regional 
commissions 
are 
appointees 
without 
salary. They need qualified personnel to 
handle the environmental statements for 
and against the construction of a home, 
apartment, 
business 
or 
recreational 
facility within the designated area. 


Three types of positions are open — 
Coastal Conservation and Development 
Analysts I, II and III. Pay scales range 
from $937 to $1,632 per month. 


There 
is 
no 
written 
competitive 
examination. 
Just 
oral 
qualification 
reviews. 


One would think that these positions 
would 
attract 
engineers 
and 
other 
technically trained people and that the 


applicant should have a college degree. 
Such is not the case. The applicant need 
not have graduated from high school. 


As far as experience is concerned, the 
applicant needs two years in planning or 
regulating 
uses 
of land and water, 
including substantial technical review of 
plans and permit applications as they 
relate to environmental impact. The 
applicant must have the “equivalent to 
graduation from college” in education, but 
the application forms do not require 
“graduation” from either high school or 
college. 
Conservationists and preservationists 
who pushed for passage of Proposition 20 
appear to be in firm control of both state 
and 
regional 
commissions. 
They 
established the standards for these jobs, in 
tune with their way of thinking. 
We believe college graduates, trained 
engineers and experienced land planners 
would be ideal for these positions, but 
these aren’tfthe people who are applying 
or who will get the jobs if they do apply.

Searches go on 


In the past few weeks, the search 
of airline passengers and their 
h a n d b a g s 
h as 
b eco m e 
institutionalized. It is now quite 
general and, one gathers, quite well 
accepted, 
like 
the 
queues 
in 
wartime London. I think this a pity. 


A correspondent, 
Mr. John Brown of 
Berkeley 
Heights, 
New Jersey, writes 
to insist that the 
searches are uncon­ 
stitutional. I think 
that highly unlikely. 
Anyone desiring to visit the offices 
of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, lawyers included, is required 
to submit to a search including a 
search of his briefcase. Presumably 
if it were clearly unconstitutional to 
do this, someone would have taken 
the easy access to the justices of the 
Supreme Court who make the rules 
governing the use of their own 
building, to make the point. I think 
the justices would say that the real 
point is you don't have to visit the 
Supreme Court Building, if not- 
being-searched is your principal 
objective. 
And we all know that on returning 
from a trip abroad, a search of one’s 
luggage is routine and, so far as one 
knows, has not been questioned as 
constitutionally unreasonable. Once 
again, one needn’t travel abroad, as 
one need not board an airplane. 
But 
M r. 
B row n’s 
e x tra ­ 
constitutional objections strike one 
as sound. Is the search plausible? 
During the last year, domestic 
airlines 
boarded 
170 
million 
passengers. It isn’t known with 
precision 
how many hijackings 
there were —a couple of dozen. But 
in order to avoid contest, let us 
assume there were several times 
that 
many. 
For 
mathematical 
convenience, let us put the figure at 
170 skyjackings. That is, one per 
million boardings. 
“Eastern Airlines,” writes Mr. 
Brown, “just to pick an example, 
schedules approximately 1000 seats 
from Washington to Newark every 
day. If every seat is filled, that’s 
300,000 boarding passengers a year. 
At 
one 
skyjacker 
per 
million 
boarders, guards would have to 
search every passenger at that gate 
for three years before they could 
expect to see one skyjacker. That’s 
if they were 100 per cent efficient, 
which they are not. If they are say, 
10 percent efficient, they will have 
to search every passenger for 30 
years to encounter one skyjacker!” 
(The logic here is slightly deficient, 


because of course the hijacker 
might be discovered on the very 
first flight). 
And even those figures are not 
reassuring, says Mr. Brown. “Ten 
per cent is a generous estimate. I 
have been through approximately a 
score of search lines in the past 
year, including the ‘tough’ ones in 
Newark, Chicago, and Washington. 
They have often been intrusive and 
annoying, but not one of them has 
been good enough to have detected a 
weapon if 1 had been carrying one.” 


Concerning the latter point, we 
simply do not know — perhaps the 
airlines companies have detection 
machines more sophisticated than 
Mr. Brown supposes. But it is true, 
as he says, that one needn’t carry 
guns 
in 
order 
to 
skyjack. 
“According to newspaper reports, 
skyjacking has been done with no 
more weapon than a Coca-Cola 
bottle full of colored water, and 
once with nothing more than a 
briefcase full of books and with a 
string hanging out.” 
The 
f a c to r

combined with the statistics, would 
appear thoroughly to discredit the

Middle East would be an example. 
But flights from Washington to 
Newark 
are 
surely

and the danger is precisely that the 
bureaucratic mind should fall into 
the habit of personal search with a 
sensible justification for it. 


This does not imply that other 
means 
of 
deterring 
skyjackers 
should not be pursued. Mr. Brown’s 
suggestions sound at first blush a 
little wild, 
but they are worth 
meditating. “We might start by 
putting

Put those 
guards on the planes, not concealed 
but in full uniform and armed to the 
teeth. That’s what they do in bank 
lobbies;

An outlaw might try 
to face down a professional guard, 
but even the nuttiest skyjacker 
would surely hesitate at the thouht 
of challenging five armed women.” 
And of couse there are the fringe 
benefits — armed stewardesses 
could dispose of other problems. 
Surely 
it would 
be worth an 
experiment. The airlines could, to 
begin with, reduce their categorical 
approach to mere spot-checking; as 
we keep our eyes on the figures. A 
little resentment by passengers is 
clearly overdue.

They pine for us 


It was one of those things that got 
lost in the shuffle so to speak, but 
students at La Mesa School planted 
50 Monterey pine trees on Feb. 16 to 
add to the development of their 
unique outdoor classroom, only 
facility of its kind in the district. 
A total of about 500 
of the species plus 
225 trees of other 
s p e c ie s 
a re 
“heeled” in local 
gardens 
awaitong 
planting in the area 
behind the school. 


In addition to the trees, the 
students and their teacher sponsors 
and parent advisers have planted 
pounds of California wildflower 
seeds. A large quantity of California 
Poppy seed remains to be planted 
when the danger of frost is past. 
The classroom is still far from the 
specifications of ultimate goals, but 
sponsors say the planting of the 
trees 
and 
flowers 
plus 
the 
development of a gopher control 
program has set the stage for the re­ 
creation 
of 
various 
California 


habitats, one of which includes a 
pond for study of aquatic life. 
Incidentally the Monterey Pine 
comes with the description: ‘‘A 
California coastal native that is one 
of the fastest growing members of 
the pine family. Its rapid rate of 
growth is of value in establishing a 
quick windbreak and screen.” 
In terms of flowers the students 
have planted quantities of mixed 
California wildflower seeds plus 
such botanically important flowers 
as 
lavender 
bush 
lupine, 
wild 
foxglove, blue flax, orange monkey 
flower, baby blue eyes, coffee berry, 
sugar bush and yellow mullein. 
These flowers are unfamiliar to 
me so I’ll wait with others until they 
bloom and we can see what kind of 
blossoms they produce. In this 
connection it’s kind of sad that the 
botanic trail at Ken Adam Park 
near the Wye seems to attract s few 
people. 
When it was installed, 
complete with native plants and 
identification tags, there was hope 
that the project would become a 
major education source. I don’t 
have any recent figures on the 


attendance, but a recent visit led me 
to believe the facility was not 
attracting a great number of people 
on a continuing basis.

Oppressive 
taxation, 
history 
records, ultimately results in the 
fall of government. Either the 
victims of excessive taxation pack 
up and leave or they revolt. In either 
case the government collapses. 
An early example of this is told in 
Exodus. To excape the Pharoah’s 
oppression the Israelites migrated 
and the mighty Rameses faded. The 
American colonists’ revolt against 
the King was sparked by unjust 
taxation. 
While there has been no open 
revolt in modern America by reason 
of taxes, there has been a good bit of 
quiet migration. Many individuals 
have moved to other places to 
escape taxes. 
The 
country 
has 
recently 
awakened to the disastrous effects 
upon the dollar which has been 
brought about in part by the exodus 
of giant corporation capital into 
foreign lands. With the capital has 
gone many jobs formerly available 
to Americans. 
California has witnessed some 
migration of business from the state 
to places where taxes are more 
favorable. 
There 
is no doubt that the 
knowledge of such events is the 
motivation for Governor Reagan’s 
desire to nail down state spending 
by enacting a limit on taxes. 
Perhaps 
the 
mechanics 
of 
Reagan’s proposal need perfecting. 
But the idea of pegging future 
spending 
to 
present 
levels 
of 
taxation is not bad. What Reagan 
seems to be saying is that since the 
current 
expenditures 
equal 
X 
percentage of 
the 
gross 
state 
income, that percentage should be 
made the lid. 
This is not a dollar budget 
limitation as some have charged. If, 
by reason of population growth or 
increased prosperity, the gross state 
income rises then the budget can be 
enlarged. 
It is incontrovertible that without 
a ceiling the budget will continue to 
climb and the tax burden will 
become heavier and heavier. For, 
as 
the 
eminent 
Professor 
C. 
N o r t h c o t e 
P a r k i n s o n 
has 
said,“Expenditures rise to meet 


income.” And taxes will be imposed 
to meet expenditures. 
It is also absolute that there is a 
limit to taxation beyond which there 
is a breaking point. 
Exactly at what level this point of 
refusal occurs can be argued. For 
some individuals and corporations it 
already has. In the empires of 
ancient 
times 
migration 
was 
relatively 
simple. 
Today, 
mas:-, 
migration is not so easy and the 
taxpayers generally are captive. 
But as the Victorian economist J. 
R. McCulloch wrote,“Oppression 
either raises men into heroes or 
sinks 
them 
into 
slaves; 
and 
taxation, according to its magnitude 
and the mode in which it is imposed, 
either 
makes 
men 
industrious, 
enterprising 
and 
wealthy, 
or 
i n d o l e n t , 
d i s p i r i t e d 
and 
impoverished.” 


Thomas 
Jefferson 
warned,‘‘I 
place economy among the first and 
most important virtues, and public 
debt as the greatest of dangers’” To 
preserve our independence we must 
not let our rulers load us with public 
debt’” If we can prevent the 
government from wasting the labor 
of the people under the pretense of 
caring for them, they will be 
happy.” 


As Parkinson states: ‘‘There is 
clearly, somewhere, a line to be 
drawn. . . taxation should stop at 
that point.” Against a state which 
owns everything, the individual has 
neither the means of defense nor 
anything to defend.” 


It is this quest for the “line to be 
drawn”, the point at which taxation 
should stop, that the Governor is 
seeking.

Bricks or 
bottles in 
the toilet?

Mayor Frank F. Fasi claims 
he saves three quarts of 
water every time he flushes 
his toilet by putting juice 
bottles in his tank. 
State Sen. Donald S. Ni- 
shim ura, 
urging 
that 
politics be kept “out of the 
toilet.” favors the brick in 
the tank approach. 
A oricK versus bottle 
controversy has erupted in 
Hawaii over the best way to 
save millions of gallons of 
drinkable water that is 
flushed down island toilets 
each year. 
Nishimura, a Democrat, 
has introduced a resolution 
calling on residents to place 
a brick in their toilets. The 
legislator 
claim s 
the 
program, patterned after a 
campaign that originated in 
Cherry Hill, N.J., will save 
170 million gallons of water 
a year if everyone “who 
owns, rents or uses a toilet” 
participates. 
He 
says 
54.7 
billion 
gallons “of drinkable water 
gurgle down Hawaii’s toilet 
basins each year.” 
Fasi feels the use of 
bricks in toilet tanks is the 
wrong way to save water. 
He is using two water-filled 
juice bottles in his tank. 
The mayor says it is an 
unnecessary expense to buy 
bricks when there are other 
objects that work just as 
well. He utilizes a quart 
bottle and a half-gallon one. 
The brick method, using 
two bricks per tank, saves 
about a quart of water each 
time the toilet is flushed. 
Although Hawaii is not in 
im mediate 
danger 
of 
running short of water, the 
Honolulu Board of Water 
Supply 
fig u res 
th a t 
in c re a^ consumption will 
force it to seek alternative 
sources beginning in 1990. 
The manager of one apart­ 
ment complex has already 
decided to install bricks in 
the tanks of all 602 toilets. 
But many residents are 
just plain confused, and 
legislators aren’t rushing to 
act on the issue either. 
Nishimura’s resolution is 
stopped up in the Health 
Committee. 
“I hope that something 
can be done to flush the 
resolution back on to the 
Senate floor,” he says.

Surplus plan 
inspires 
letters 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Gov. Ronald Reagan has 
received 51 letters on his 
plan to return a $852 million 
surplus to the people and to 
place a limit on state taxes, 
with most of the public 
response 
favoring 
the 
ambitious 
proposal, 
his 
office said today. 
“1 hope 1 live long enough 
to see another Boston Tea 
Party,” wrote one San Jose 
resident 
who 
praised 
Reagan’s plan to minimize 
state taxation. 
“Two hundred years later 
we are back where our 
ancestors were when they 
fo rm ed 
our 
g re a t 
country—how to flee from 
oppressive taxation. Today 
there is no place to flee,” he 
told the governor. 
“Please don’t give our 
money 
back,” 
wrote 
a 
Pomona resident. Now it’s 
up to you to see that we get 
our money’s worth.“ 
One 
newspaper 
who 
praised Reagan’s proposal 
offered the governor a sales 
job with the paper after his 
term expires. 
Of the 51 letters, 41 were 
in favor of the plan, four 
against and six expressed 
mixed reactions. 
The response was far 
lighter than that evoked by 
previous stands by Reagan, 
particularly 
on 
welfare 
reform and campus unrest. 
Ed Gray, the governor’s 
press secretary, attributed 
the low number of letters to 
the complexity of the new 
program. 
An 
Oakland 
resident 
w r o te : 
“ G ra n te d , 
economies could be made 
(we could begin with the jet 
plane recently leased by 
your office), but you may 
recall that until you became 
governor state income taxes 
were relatively low.” 
“ It’s 
time 
politicians 
learned that higher taxes 
will not solve every problem 
we have,” said an El Cajon 
resident. 
The 
la rg e s t 
overstatement came when a 
Lodi 
resident 
wrote, 
“ Undoubtedly 
you’ve 
received 
thousands 
of 
letters commending your

program.”
